Why was the Army stopped? | 


The basic reason was that the 
Air Force had more influence in 
the office of the Secretary of De- 


fense. Here we come to the meat |

The Army, in the process of 
radical reorganization to en- 
able troops to function in atomic 
wars and on battlefields . under 
nuclear attack, needed long-range 
ballistic missiles. The Air Force 
offered no objection to the Army 
developing short range and in- 
termediate missiles. This was 
merely a replacement of field 
artillery, and the heavier caliber 
stuff always employed by the 
Army. 


Fighting Troops 


But General James Gavin and 
his thinkers argued that in an 
atomic, or nuclear era, the fight- 
ing troops had to be more like 
the cavalry of Nathan Bedford 
Forrest. They had to be trained 
in relatively small, compact units, 
possessing terrific fire power. 
And, most important of all, they 
had to be mobile. The old days 
of mass assembly of troops, 
ships and equipment are gone, 
along with the tactics and weap- 
on; of by-gone wars. Such mo- 
bile concentrations of fire power 
had to be moved in to hit—and 
run—to strike again at some other 
point. 

This being the case, such units 
of “cavalry,” moving by planes, 
helicopters, or being dropped as 
paratroopers, could not wait on 
support long-range bombing by 
the Air Force. The need for a 
swift strike, a fast get-away and 
a blow at some distant point, had 
to be self contained in all its 
power to be effective. 


So, the Army wanted long-range 
missiles which could be used as 
long-range artillery. They planned 
to use it to destroy—and to “‘dis- 
infect’”’ with atomic radiation. It 


would be quite impossible to at- | 


tain effective, necessary mesh- 
ing of Air Force bombing. The 
mobile striking force had to do 
the whole job. 


Air Force Job 


But long-range bombing has 
always been the job of the Air 
Force. And in the second great 
war it did a magnificent job in 
which men and officers estab- 
lished a tradition of courage and 
sacrifice unsurpassed. So, the Air 
Force fought back. 
right for the Army to have mis- 
siles—plenty of them. But the 
Air Force insisted they be the 
shorter range type. The Air Force 
had never cared much for close 
air support work .anyhow. It is 
apt to be messy in that such 
support often drops bombs on 
its own troops. 


The Army lost the argument. 
The Air Force was given the go- 
ahead and the Navy, quite un- 
willingly, took over production 
of the Vanguard. This was not a 
weapon. It was, as the military 
men said, merely a rocket which 
would go up and fly around beep- 
ing at you. The military held 
the only urgency was combat 
missiles. 


There were two points of view 
between the Army and Air Force. 
The Army built the Jupiter, an 
almost-custom-made rocket which 
fired. Their argument was to get 
one that would work and then 
tool for production. The Air 
Force, with the 2,000-mile Thor 
and the ICBM “‘Atlas,’”’ started 
with blueprints, seeking some- 
thing which would go immediately 


into production. They have had 


the most failures. 

The Navy had to have, it de- 
cided, solid fuels rather than 
liquid because the latter didn’t 
handle well on shipboard. 

About all that has happened 
now is that the Army has won a 
great propaganda victory. It will

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Mideast Tensions 


Will Grow Worse 


The renewed clamor in Syria against 
the Turks and the campaign of hate and 
vilification in both Syria and Egypt 
against Jordan's King Hussein mean our 
troubles in the Middle East are far from 
over. 


Calling Hussein a traitor to the Arabs, 
the Egyptian radio and newspapers have 
gone so far as to call for his assassination. 
There is a determined campaign aimed at 
his ouster and toward leading Jordan 
down the path of Syria and Egypt. 


Looking behind the scenes, it is pos- 
sible to see the agile hand of Nikita 
Khrushchev. Having disposed of Zhukov, 
the Russian strong man again turns to- 
ward the Middle East where he is gam- 
bling at taking over the region through 
subversion and possibly war. 


If Hussein goes in Jordan, that country, 
too, will fall into the Soviet orbit and 
Israel will be in grave danger. The Com- 
munist buildup of Arab military strength 
is aimed at Israel. Taking advantage of 
Arab nationalism and Arab hatred of the 
Israelis, the Russians hope to emerge as 
the great friend and benefactor of the 
Arab countries. 

The game Moscow is playing is dan- 
gerous and in dead earnest. If the Middle 
East is plunged into war, the Communists 
would use it as an excuse to move “vol- 
unteers” into the area for the final take- 
over—including the oil resources without 
which Western Europe cannot survive. 

The Middle East thus remains the ma- 
jor field of contest in the cold war. The 
pressure there and continued efforts to 
divide the United States from its allies 
will increase during the months ahead.

Water shortages suffered by many 
Georgia communities should drive home a 
lesson to many others that are danger- 
ously close to facing the same situation.

There are jobs 
they must shoulder themselves without 
financial support from their neighbors 
or handouts from elsewhere. The degree 
to which they accept their own responsi- 
bilities determines the difference between 
the development of thriving cities and 
deterioration into ghost towns.

Grand Jury Questions 
Lunacy Trial Methods 


The September-October Fulton Coun- 
ty Grand Jury seriously questioned the 
present method in the county of trying 
and committing lunacy and incompetent 
cases to state institutions. 

Under the present method, the jury 
pointed out, three members serve on a 
committee to decide such cases. One is a 
lawyer recommended by the Bar Associa- 
tion and assigned by the county attorney; 
the other two are members of the medi- 
cal profession, selected by Judge Eugene 
Gunby, the ordinary. 

The jury pointed out there is some 


criticism of the type of medical exami- 
nation as well as of the medical members 
of the committee itself. Too often, the 
presentment said, the medical members 
are retired doctors who have not been 
actively practicing for some time. 

The jury suggests, correctly we think, 
that an effort be made by the ordinary’s 
office to work out an arrangement with 
the Fulton County Medical Society to 
provide competent members of the med- 
ical profession to serve on this trial com- 
mittee. 

Surely this field of mental health de- 
serves more than casual attention. With 
our Milledgeville State Hospital and other 
institutions becoming more and more 
crowded, certainly more thorough exami- 
nations are in order before committing 
doubtful cases to them.

Florida’s Gov. Collins 
Talks Plainly, Clearly 


Without question, Gov. LeRoy Col- 
lins of Florida is the most articulate of 
Southern governors. 

He is not afraid to speak the truth. He 
did this in addressing Southern publishers 
in annual convention at Boca Raton, Fla. 

“The disease of racial intolerance,” he 
told them, “is the greatest roadblock in 
the way of Southern progress. ... We 
can either miss our greatest opportunity 
and go blindly down a road of turmoil 
and frustration or we can seize the op- 
portunity to clear the emotional atmos- 
phere,” he said. He added this further 
warning: 

“We can tear ourselves to pieces in 
civil strife and become, in effect, a ward 
of the rest of the nation or we can join 
hands and provide an example of human 
relationships and government responsibil- 
ity for the rest of the nation to follow.” 

He spoke plainly to the publishers, 
some of whom previously had expressed 
themselves in shop-talk meetings as con- 
cerned because some ‘young Americans 
did not seem to be concerned with the 
American way as set out by the first 10 
amendments to our Constitution—the Bill 
of Rights, particularly that setting forth 
the rights of a free press. 

Some explanation for that lack of in- 
terest, if it exists, as we are not at all 
sure it does, just might conceivably be 
explained by another aspect of Gov. Col- 
lins’ talk. 

“Newspapers,” he said, “have the op- 
portunity and responsibility to develop 
and defend a public atmosphere free of 
racial fears and bigotry.” He had seen, 
said Gov. Collins, “how such an atmos- 
phere of racial fears and feelings could 
infect a Legislature.” Such an atmos- 
phere, he said with undeniable truth, can 
paralyze a state and halt all progress be- 
cause it allows the demagogues “to drag 
ordinarily sound-thinking legislators down 
to their level.” 

If there are some young people show- 
ing lack of interest in the guarantees of 
freedom and a free press, it is just barely 
possible they may feel so because they 
have not seen that freedom and responsi- 
bility put to much use.

Trees Can Compensate 


For Row Crop Losses 


Tree farming looms as one of the best 
long-range bets to offset shrinkage of in- 
come from row crops. 

The. Georgia Forestry Commission this 
year received requests for 319 million 
seedlings, a record number which was 
about 147 million more than the state’s 
five nurseries produced. The new Mor- 
gan Nursery, with the largest produc- 
tion capacity in the Southeast, will go 
into operation next year and help consid- 
erably in meeting the surging demand. 

The unprecedented number of orders 
for seedlings is further evidence that 
landowners are awakening to the finan- 
cial opportunities which forests offer. 

Tree farming is far less expensive 
than growing of row crops. A ready mar- 
ket is assured and Soil Bank benefits for 
converting acreage into trees are more 
liberal than for many other phases of 
agriculture. 

Prospects of row crops recovering in 
the immediate future from their present 
doldrums appear slim. But the outlook is 
bright for timber and forestry products. 
Here is a field that is unlikely to become 
smothered in government restrictions.

ANSWER: The fear of death

tile home life. Every man is born 
with the fear of death and that is 
because of sin. It cannot. be re- 
moved by a change of environ- 
ment nor by self-analysis. It is as 
much a part of the unconverted 
person as conscience and mem- 
ory. Jesus Christ came to destroy 
the fear of death by His own 
death, and that fear is effectively 
and permanently destroyed in all 
who receive Him. 

I do not believe that you will 
ever discover the answer to your 
problem .until you discover that 
there is eternal life for you 
through a personal trust in Jesus 
Christ as your own Savior from 
sin and death. It is not finally 
death we fear, but the judgment 
that follows it.

From my seat in the scouts’ press box of Wrigley Field and in 
the opinion of several other coaches—the Green Bay Packers were 
the victims of somebody’s ‘‘muff.””
